On page 4, please amend the specification as follows: 

Still referring to Figs. 2 and 3, it can be seen that the central upper and lower 
portions of the rear panel 21 are provided with relatively short strap elements 31 f 31 f so 
that the clip members 30 suspend the receptacle member 30 20 between the collar 101 
and belt 102 of a user's apparel. 



A clean version of page 4 of the specification is attached, with the above change 
made. 
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Still referring to Figs. 2 and 3, it can be seen that the central upper and lower 
portions of the rear panel 21 are provided with relatively short strap elements 31' 31 1 so 
that the clip members 30 suspend the receptacle member 20 between the collar 101 
and belt 102 of a user's apparel. 

In addition, the opposite sides of the upper portion of the rear panel 21 are 
provided with a pair of elongated strap elements 31 " 31 " wherein, the clip members 30 
are adapted to engage the angler's shirt pockets 103 so that the receptacle member 20 
is anchored at four points on the angler's clothing. Furthermore, as can best be seen 
by reference to Fig. 3, the clip member 30 has a stationary jaw element 32 and a lever 
actuated jaw element 33 that cooperate with one another in a well recognized fashion 
to establish a firm grip on the angler's apparel. 

Although only an exemplary embodiment of the invention has been described in 
detail above, those skilled in the art will readily appreciate that many modifications are 
possible without materially departing from the novel teachings and advantages of this 
invention. Accordingly, all such modifications are intended to be included within the 
scope of this invention as defined in the following claims. 

Having thereby described the subject matter of the present invention, it should 
be apparent that many substitutions, modifications, and variations of the invention are 
possible in light of the above teachings. It is therefore to be understood that the 
invention as taught and described herein is only to be limited to the extent of the 
breadth and scope of the appended claims. 
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
